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10A NCAC 14E .0323 is proposed for adoption under temporary procedures as follows:

10A NCAC 14E .0323 NURSING SERVICE

(a) _The clinic shall have an organized nursing staff under the supervision of a nursing supervisor who is currently

licensed as a Registered Nurse and who has responsibility and accountability for all nursing services.

(b) The nursing supervisor shall be responsible and accountable to the chief executive officer or designee for:

(1) provision of nursing services to patients; and
(2) developing a nursing policy and procedure manual and written job descriptions for nursing
personnel.

(c)_The clinic shall have the number of licensed and ancillary nursing personnel on duty to assure that staffing levels

meet the total nursing needs of patients based on the number of patients in the clinic and their individual nursing care

needs.

(d) There shall be at least one Registered Nurse with experience in post-operative or post-partum care who is currently

licensed to practice professional nursing in North Carolina on duty in the clinic at all times patients are in the clinic.
